Usten, yet: if good, their pronouncements were equally yalid in all 
parts of Christendom, and not only in preaching but in matters of 


discipline as well. 


Inspiration to preach the word .of God meant

Deacong' were appointed for the

affairs of the Church. 

‘Bishops: The need was very early 
felt of someone to supervise and 
regulate congregational ‘worship 
especially eucharistic services.. We 
do not know definitely "when these, 
services, began to be formal in 
character, but certalnly before the 
“end of the first century the process 
of stereotyping had begun. When 
an importance had once been made 
of form and order, a leader became 
necessary to see that they. were 
carried out and so bishops were 
appolnted to mect this need. In, 
addition th thely attention to re- 
‘iglous services they also received’ 

- and dispensed alms. ° Later there 
was added t® thelr responsibi- 
Uities that-- which was formerly 
the work of apostles only, the 

‘ duty of malntalning — discip- 

‘Yne,. (I Tim. if, 4. et 8.) 
Bishops thus conatltuted the suc- 
Gessors, or to he more accurate. the 
substitutes. of the apostles, pro- 
phets, and teachers. -They’ owed, 
their existence, in the first place, 
to the fact that men, espectally ! 
inspired ‘to fulfil these offices were 

‘not always at hand. In the ab- 
gencé"of auch men the Churches 
had to do the next best thing and 
so she appointed the ‘most trusted 

“ membera of her followship to" take 

thelr place. 


THE OLDER. MEN 


It commonly happened that such 
men were among the older. and 
more experienced, for, since Chris- 
tian Ufe was at that time generally 
regarded as a divine gift, the older 
men were. more likely to be ‘more 
fully. endowed with it thon the 
-younger could possibly be. Even 
among the older men“some were 
‘more fitted for one Job than for 
another and so there arose the dis- 
. tinction between bishops und pres- 
byterg, or elders. (I Peter, vy: 1: 
Titus il;,.2 et. sq.) In the latter of 
these two Passages we have the 
distinction made between elders 
and ‘appointed elders’ or bishops. 
dn the absence: then, of apostles, 
men immediately inspired by the 


others what they theniselves had 
learned from the apostles, and the 
value of thelr work depended upon 
how faithfully they could reproduce. 
what they themselves had heard. 
Their primary function was to 
conserve, not to reveal, truth, Thus 
) a definite line 1s drawn, in organis- 
ed Christianity, between Apostles 
‘and those who followed them ‘in all 
succeeeding ages. The Apostles, in 
‘certain schools of thought, have 
come to be regarded along with the 
Old Testament prophets, as being 
the sole recipients of the divine re- 
velation, Indeed. this is the’, view 
adhered to by the majority of the 
organised Christian Churches. The 
‘bishops and their successors, minis- 
ters, pastors, preachers, whatever 
they may be called, are simply. the 
authoritative exponents of the 
apostolic truth. By the end of the 
secund century, according to ‘the

IN CHINA — 


Conflicting: Views 


“Much public interest was taken 
in the lecture given at the Cathe- 
dral Hall yesterday afternoon by 
Professor P; C, Chang. , 

‘In addressing the public prior to 
‘the lecture, Sir Robert Ho Tung. 
President-of the League of Nations 
Association, said; It gives me great 
pleasure in having with us to-night 
Professor Chang who will give us 
a lecture on “Conflicting Views on 
the Cultural Chahges in China.” 
There is no need for me'to intro- 
duce. Professor Chang to you as I 
expect that most of you present 
have already attended other, lec- 
tures given by him in the Colony. 
I can assure’ you that in, the last 
two lectures which I have attended 
tT -feel that I am was very much 
benefited by them, and T am. sure 
} that old as T/am it is never too 
late'ta learn.” . 

As most ‘of, you bre” very much 
younger. than myself I am. sure 
that this lecture..will benefit you, 
more than it would myself. 

I have great pleasure in-calling 
upon Mr.: Chang to speak to you 
to-night. 


THE ADDRESS 


In addressing ‘the large gather- 
ing Professor Chang sald..it 1s a 
high honour for him to be there 
and give the lecture which has al- 
Teady been amriounced. 

He said that China was the first 
country to invent paper and print- 
ing, and also paper money In the 
13th century and many other coun- 
tries or colonies have ‘adopted the. 
same at the'present moment. 

He also mentioned that when 
Marco Polo visited China In the 
13th century he was very much 
surprised to find such 2 great’em- 
pire with much wealth. ~ .But’ 
‘when he returned to Europe he 
could not’ write his memoirs as he 
had to join a.civil-war.. Tf any of 
those present should. visit Seville, 
they will be able to see the copy 
of Marco Polo’s book which is pen- 
cilled by, Christopher Colombus, 
with the in! intention of finding a@ way 
to China. © 

Christopher Colombus’ aid not 
intend’ to- .discover . America 
‘but“was merely set on trying to 
find away to get to China. - 

He also:.mentioned that the 
thing . that’ wshocked -China~ most 
-was the defeat-of Russia by Japan. 
China, wanted to know.more about 
modern .armaments and warfare 
and in -1905- some 3,000 ‘Chinese 
students went to Tokyo with the 
intention of: studying. military pow- 
er, but they..were not successful. 

Ixy 1908 of those who went abroad
